FORT WILLIAM, Novy, 11 
adian Press) — Reporting on the 
movement of the western Canadian 
grain crop for the month of October, 
1924, K. A. Ureell, statistician to the 
Board of Grain Commissioners, shows 
that a total of 60,952 cars of all grains 
passed inspection during the month, 
as compared with 18,724 for the pre- 
vious month, and 65,962 a year ago 
Of these, 39,910 comtained wheat as 
compared wth 138,421 a month ago, 
and 67,639 a year ago; 24,838 cars, 
or 62.2 per cent, graded contract 
grades, as compared with 60,648, or 
$6.0 per cent @ year ago. 

In hia report, Mr, Ursell pojpts out 
that unfavorable weather conditions 
had delayed threshing, and also re- 
duced the yields and the grades. 

The movement of barley and rye 
ia very much higher this season ow- 
ing to « brisk export demand, In- 
spections of barley totalled 6,870 cars 
in October, as compared with 2,143 a 
year ago, and of rye 906 cars against 
797 in 1923
